Mr. Benedict said to a re- 
porter, "All I have said or can say in 
reference to President Cleveland views to 
a third term is inferential. I infer from 
what he has repeatedly said that he is 
impatient to be rid of all

affairs and unwilling to have them 
prolonged

circumstances. 


I once said to him 'I am spoiling your 
chances for a third term, I am telling peo- 
ple you will not accept.' He did not seem 
much interested and said, 'Go ahead.' I 
don't believe ho can be prevailed upon to 
accept the nomination the fourth time." 


"It is not a secret to anybody who 


knows Mr. Cleveland well as to his views 
on this subject. He has been counting 
the months until he can be free of the 
trammels of public affairs. He feels, and 
he told me so, in fact he has told many of 
his friends so, that he was a'great fool

Temple and Carr had seventy-one and 
seventy-two.

The caucus in ward 7 was a large one, 


forty votes being cast, while but twenty- 
five were cast at the preliminary meeting. 
A. J. Bolduc called the caucus to order 
and C. W. Dennett was made chairman,

and Tattereall were chosen tellers and 
checkers. The vote was poetically unani- 
mous for the ticket put up by the prelim'- 
nary meeting, with the exception that A. 
J. Bolouc was substituted for A. D. Cady 
as ward-man.

Washington Avenue Inundated Last Night. 


The Back Yard Route. Picket Fences, 


Clotheslines and an Extemporized 


Bridge. Nothing Dry About It. 


In every political campaign one of tbe 


uncertain elements is the "floating vote," 
and that this element in North Adams is 
now centered in ward 5 there is not the 
shadow of a doubt. The voto-s of that 
ward, at least those who attended the 
caucus last night, will make no attempt 
to deny the charge. 


The caucus v.'as held In Ulsmg's box 


shop on Washington avenue, a very ac- 
cessible place in time of drouth, but fit 
only for naval contests on such a night as 
last night was. The mighty shower that 
set in at 6 o'clook sent copious streams of 
water down from the hills and a great 
body of this found its level on Washington 
avenue and came to a halt. The result 
was that by the time for the caucus to 
open—7.30—the avenue resembled a canal. 
For thirty or forty rods the water lay 
from curb to curb, and as the build- 
ing in which the 
caucus was held 


stood about midway between the two 
ends of the canal, it may be judged that 
the voters did not have a very dry time of 
it. Those who arrived early grasped the 
situation and provided as well as they 
could for the emergency. 
A route was 


opened from South street through a. baefc 
yard, so that by climbing a picket fence 
and crossing a bridge composed of soap 
boxes and planks the voters were able to 
reach the building without the use of 
boats. 


The rain continued to fall steadily and 


the water in front of the building grew 
deeper while the business of the meeting 
went on. As the waves dashed up against 
the doorstep it began to look as though 
only swimmers would be able to get away 
before morning, but in such a collection 
of Yankees there is bound to be inven- 
tive genius, and some time before the 
meeting adjourned this manifested itsel f. 
With a long-handled spade a window was 
ripped out of the 
east end of the 


building, and instantly a dozen heads 
were thrust out to reconnoitre. It was 
seen that by kicking a few pickets from 
a fence near the window egress could be 
had by passing out at the window, crawl- 
Ing through this fence and climbing the 
one that had been scaled in reaching the 
building. When the time came to depart 
this was the route taken and it would 
have been sport for any one not in "de 
gang" to see tbe procession pass by. As 
the men ducked under one fence and 
clambered over the other it looked as 
though they were playing a game of leap 
frog.

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS ACTIVE. 


The woman suffrage advocates of Mass- 


achusetts are neither dead nor sleeping. 
They seem hardly less than encouraged 
by the defeat at the recent election, or, 
they are putting on * bold front and 
whistling to keep their courage up. 


There comes to our desk from the Mass- 


achusetts Woman Suffrage association of 
Boston a circular that is a regular war 
whoop. It contains among other things 
this declaration: 


Lot us now petition for everything the 


Legislature has power to grant, viz: 


1. For a real legal referendum, a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


2. For a law enabling women possesed 


of the qualifications required of male vot- 
ers to Vote for Presidental electors. 


3. For a law extending full municipal 


suffrage to women. 


This same circular again says: 
On the surface defeated, your oppo- 
nents' victory is as diastrons to them as 
was that of the British forces to their 
cause at Bunker Hill, as is remarked on 
all sides. More than one hundred and 
seven thousand legal voters in conserva- 
tive Massachusetts declare that "It is ex- 
pedient to give municipal huffrage to 
women." When, in tho old anti-slavery 
days, could such a vote be obtained in 
Massachusetts for the abolition of slavery? 
Not before Daniel Webster, in 1850, made 
his speech for Fugitive Slave law, and 
surclv not in the year following it. 
Not 


in 1856,when James Buchanan was chosen 
President of the United States. Not even 
when the Republican party began to 
make the further extension ot slavery its 
main issue could such a vote have been 
obtained for the abolition of slavery, even 
in the District of Columbia. At any time 
before the nomination of Abraham Lin- 
coln in 1860, a vote in Massachusetts of 
more then 100,000 for the overthrow of 
slavery would nave seemed like victory to 
every anti-slavery worker. So may you 
be encouraged now. 


Among towns that voted "V'es" on the 


woman suffrage question are given Feru 
and Windsor in Berkshire county, and in 
Franklin county are Ashfield, Charle- 
mont, Colrain, Conway, Leyden, Rowe, 
Leverett and New Salem. The cironlar 
says that "in yean to come these towns 
Will be proud of it."

SHIPMENTS OF COIN, 


Ap Explanation of How the Privileges 


Have Been Broadened. 


All Classes Able to Give the 


Treasury a Lift. 


These Are "Bargain Days" For Ihc Posssssors 


of Uncurrent Currency. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The treasury 


yesterday lost $1,130,OM in gold bullion 
for export, which leaves the true amount 
of the reserve $SO,824,650. 


So eciicr.il a public misapprehension 


seems to exist us to the slgmucnnoe of the 
letter recently sent to the assistant treas- 
urers from the department that treasury 
officials have been kept more or loss busy 
explaining nnd answering questions from 
out side. 


There has been no radical change in the 


rules about shipments of coin—merely 
broadening the privilege heretofore exer- 
cised by the assistant treasurer at Wash- 
ington, aud its extension to nil the assist- 
ant treasurers In the United Slates. 


Heretofore, gold coin which has been 


abraded past the proportion of one-half of 
1 per cent ot its face value for every 30 
years of circulation has been not only re- 
fused vchen. presented for redemption at 
the sub-treasury, but stamped as uncur- 
rcut aad returned to the person presenting 
it, the expenses for transportation both 
ways being charged to him. 


An exception to this rule was made in 


the case ot the assistant treosuror In this 
city, who was permitted to receive and 
turn in such coins at their bullion value 
if presented by officers of the government 
who hud no flno .scales, and in payment ot 
their balances due the treasury. This was 
a frequent occurrence with postmasters in 
smill plaeesji who had received abraded 
coin in their official business and were 
without raoaus of discovering how light it 
W.15. 
At RullloB Tnlno. 


Moreover, tho law gives full legal ten- 


der quality at their bullion valua to 
abraded coins below the statutory weight, 
so that it would have been a hardship on 
these niPii, representing the government 
as they do, to throw back upon them the 
uncurrcnt coin they had taken in either 
unwittingly or under legal tender com- 
pulsion. 


Saturday's order simply gives the publio 


at large the same right that the officers of 
the government had exclusively enjoyed 
up to that time, of turning in at its bul- 
lion value any gold coin, however abraded, 
at any sub-treasury in the United States, 
aud receiving therefor its full bullion 
value in current money, without expense 
of transportation either way. 


Tho value of gold of coinage fineness is 


about S'B cents a grain; but the deduction 
to be made In the case of abraded coin is 
set at 4 cents a grain on account of tha 
necessity for having a figure into which 
our currency is divisible. 


The further provision is made that all 


shipments to receive the benefits of the ex- 
tended privilege must amount to $500 or 
some multiple thereof; this rule was 
made for the purpose of saving the sub- 
treasury people everywhere an immense 
amount of needless booking and a waste 
of time in handling coin sent in in driblets. 


For anyone having uncurrent money on 


band this opens a chance for getting rid 
o( it at better terms than heretofore, and 
better than will be made again, probably, 
for some rime, after the present gold 
stringency passes over. The order is ex- 
pected to cause a general ransacking of 
country shop-tills aud tin boxes, to say 
nothing of the traditional stocking-toe 
and bureau-drawer storage places oC the 
"plain people."

Much circumstantial evidence can be pro- 
duced to corroborate this statement." 


The correspondent then proceeds to re- 


peat a conversation which he overheard 
going on' between the Turkish soldiers 
who were guarding his door. Their state- 
ments were to the effect th«t their officers 
had ordered -them at a given signal to 
massacre the ' Armenians. 
The corre- 


spondent then continues: 


"I had been visiting'at the British con- 


sulate with "Mr. Chambers Sunday after- 
noon, Nov. 3, when the new outbreak took 
place. The Armenians again crowded to 
tho American school. A number of per- 
sons were killed on that day, tho esti- 
mates ranging from 18 to SS. The scenes 
in the cemeteries where the victims have 
been buried by the sufferers have been 
heartrending. On Nov. 7 I visited all of 
the mined bazaars, going as for as Ser»l, 
bat during the entire journey I did not 
see a single Christian."

Senator Lodge Declares' It Is Due to. 


the Wilson Tariff. 


United States' Loss Has Been 


England's Gain. 


Immigration, Hie Turkish Question and Monroe 


Doolrlne Receive Attention, 


BOSTON, Nov. 27.—The Republicans of 


Massachusetts last evening tendered a 
complimentary 
banquet to 
Chairman 


George H. Lyman and tho officers of the 
Republican state committee. The larga 
dining hall of the American House had 
been elaborately decorated for $he oc- 
casion with bunting depending from the 
celling and sides of tho room aud the 
tables were brilliant with glnss candelabra. 


It was Intended that the a0alr should be 


informal, but when It became known Hint 
Senator Lodge, jnst back from his Euro- 
pean outing, was to be present, there was 
considerable interest shown In tho event, 
and every one of the SJO gentlemen gath- 
ered from all over the state were on the 
qul vlve- to hear what the honorable gon 
tleman might have to say. 


And when he criticised the foreign 


policy at the present administration Ins 
remarks were received with unbounded 
applause. His views on tariff affairs and 
Immigration were also pleasing to hie 
hearers. 


W. S. McCall presided, and the speakers 


included Governor Greenhalge, Senator 
Lodge, Congressmen Barrett, Morse and 
Slmpklns, Mayor Curtis, Curtis Guild, 
Jr., K. B. Hayes, G. A. Marden, G. V. L. 
Moyer, I. P. Hurehlnson and other promi- 
nent party leaders. 


Previous to the banquet a reception was 


held. Congressman McCall paid a tribute 
to the worth of Chairman Lyinan in the 
past campaign. 


Governor Greenhalgs followed, and ex- 


pressed his gratification at the good man- 
agement, careful atteutlon to detail and 
the lofty plane In which Chairman Lyman 
carried ou tho campaign, and only re- I 
gretted that they did not Jiive any enemy } 
adequate to the preparation. 
But it was ; 


not the battles of '95 wo were fighting.'ho , 
said, bat the battle of '95 and tho political 
battles of the next 20 years. 


IMicunea Many Subjects. 


Senator Lodge was warmly received, the 


entire party rising and repeatedly cheer- 
ing. His remarks Were also heartily ap- j 
planded. He said in part: "The pleas- | 
nntcst thing about going away is the com- 
ing back, and I am especially glad that | 
my homo coming took place at this time 
when the wave of Republicanism is 
spreading over the whole country. I am 
glad to be back at this time to express my 
congratulations to Governor Greeuhalge, 
to Chairman Lyman and to the Republi- 
cans in general of Massachusetts, and also 
to express my hope in the re-election of a 
Republican administration to the White 
House. 


"The Democratic- party appears to be 


unpopular, but in' what little I have to 
say this evening I don't purpose to linger 
among the dead or dying. People in the 
United States don't like the Wilson tariff 
bill. It is popular,' however, in England, 
and is very popular on the continent. 
>The question that I was asked most fre- 
quently while abroad was what we were 
going t» do about the tariff. Tho tmviiot 
Bradford, in England, has been .> \euil 
times saved by tho Wilson tariff. I hnvo 
no ill-feeling against Bradford, but would 
prefer those woolens- be made ill Massa- 
chusetts. 


"I don't purpose to discuss the currency 


question at this time, for with a Republi- 
can house there Is lib danger; the danger 
lies in gold exports, which is owing to tho 
excess of imports made possible by the 
Wilson tariff, which must be paid for in 
addition to the natural drainage. When 
summer opened there was a revival of 
business, aud Democratic organs cried the 
boom has come, with the result that the 
imports have been excessive, and at this 
moment the United States, the richest ou 
earth, is insolvent. 


'•Such a condition- is a disgrace. Tha 


people are ready to 'pay the debts, and do 
not wish to live on forced loans, and the 
llrst duty of the government is to pass n 
bill which will give'us a balance instead 
of a deficit in the national treasury, and 
it such a bill does not,pass, the responsi- 
bility 


Will Beat Upon President Cleveland. 
"Immigration also demands a few words 


from me. We must legislate in regard to 
it. We have done all we o»n by the law 
to keep out criminals and paupers and in- 
sane persons, but more restriction is in 
my judgment needed. The intelligent re- 
striction of immigration should be one of 
the first works of congress. 
That which 


is most important to a nation is its na- 
tional character. The great proportion o! 
our people has been till within recent 
times a blending of English stock, but 
there has been a change, and careful legis- 
lation is accessary to prevent the inroads 
of any element that will not amalgamate 
with our Institutions. 


"With reference to the foreign policy of 


the United Stated, I'will say that the true 
foreign policy is a vast' one, but yet 
simple. It is to guard American citizens 
and protect American property wherever 
It may be found and to exact for Ameri- 
can citizens and the American flag abso- 
lute respect. It is not for us to say what 
shall be done with Turkey; all that con- 
cerns us is to say that whether we are one 
otthe treaty powers or not, if one of our 
citizens should be unjustly treated it 
should be tha first duty of the American 
government to send the white squadron to 
Constantinople. 
We do say that no 


American citizen shall suffer in the anar- 
chy that Turkey is passing through, and 
wo will exact tha last reckoning even If 
American guns have to be heard on the 
streets of Turkey." 


Tho Monroe doctrine was also referred 


to by Senator Lodge. 
He said: "We 


want no European powers to establish 
new governments or take new territories 
In this atmosphere. We do not meddle 
with them nor do we want them to med- 
dle with us. Today In Europe, owing to 
tho vacillating of the past four years, they 
do not believe what we say, and they 
never will bslieve It until we put a new 
1 administration in the White House." 


Endeavorers at a Banquet 


BOSTON, Nov. 27.—The completion of all 


business relating to the great Christian 
Endeavor convention held here in July 
was observed last night by a banquet at 
tho Hotel Brunswick, at which the com- 
mittee of 18 sat down, and on rising, dis- 
solved. President Clark and Secretary 
Boer were the guests. On this occasion 
tha committee sub-chairmen and treas- 
urer uutue their reports, 'me IOMII re- 
ceipts were 122,782.78, with contributions 
In labor and material nearly $1000 more. 
The total expenditures were {23,286.65, 
leaving a balance of 8496.13. Each mem- 
ber was presented with a Christian En- 
deavor jewel badge by President Clark, 
and there were other exchanges of souve- 
nirs of the convention and speeches eulo- 
gistic and oongratnlatorv of the members.
